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ſide of the Carriage and was born up by 
{ſeveral Perſons of Honour. The Chariot 
wherein the Efigies was conveyed, was Cco- 
vered with black Velvet, adorned with 
Plumes and Scutcheons, and was drawn by 
fix Horſes covered with black Velvet, and 
each of them adorned with Plumes of black 
Feathers. 

From Semerſer- Haaſe to Weſtminſter the 
Streets were railed in, and ftrewed with 
Sand ; the Soldiers being placed on each 
ſide of the Streets without the Rails, and 
their Enſigns wrapped up in a Cypreſs 
mourning Veil.

Although, as hath been alrcady faid, his 
Flies and Fam:liars were uleful to im for 


the diſcovering of Conlpiracics, the reveal- 


irg of which no Queſtion preſerved him 
trom many Dangers from being attempted, 
his Nature being almoſt married to 'Trou- 
bles, his confidence made him ſuccelsful, to 
g0 through them ; his cunning always wind= 
ing him out, he being the more ready, and 
ſharpened by the Occaſions of Perils : howe , 
loever the dazelings of. his ſuſpicions gave {| 
his Induſtries enough to do to tave himſelf 
and help others. Qucſtionlets he had Wit- 
dom, and a ſtrange kind of rule and ftrain of 


| Government, which all Men acknowledged 


in the bittereſt of: Times. His Armies net= 


Ither in Civil nor Forreign Wars were ever 
Juntortunate. As his great Judgment in lead- 
Jing as well as preſerving them, in Courage 

| perſonaily tizhting with them, determined 


him to be both a daring Soldier, and an ex- 
pert Commander ; which indeared his Sol- 


J diers lo much to him, as that they ſuffered 


bim to act for the future tor himielf what 
: they 
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they did not ſo well ditguſt. Many Bat- 
tles he fought with them, in all witich he 
triumpht, his Fortunes being inviolable ; 
thus as he appears ſtrangely fucceſs;ul to 
Politerity, ſo likewiſe moſt unhappy tor thole 
bloody Conqueſlts he obtained, they being 
in the Bowels of his own Country. t'e 
fignalized the magnanimity of his Mind by 
putting his Soldiers on miraculous attempts, 
as well m the Chriſtian as the other Hca- 
then Parts ofthe World ; the Queſtion is, 
ſo much honourable Blood being ſhed in 
his time, whether tuture Hiſtories will waſh 
— his Memory clean from it, tho* Malice it 
ſelf cannot charge him that he was actualy 
nocent,, yet Poſtcrity will hardly believe but 
that he was in iome degree guilty. But to 
come cloter tq him, of thoſe three Things 
which cither ſhould or cught to tye the 
Hearts of tix People to thoſe that govern, 
Love, Fear, and Revercnce ;, he only purchaſt 
of them chiefly co himſelf Fear, which 15 
furtheſt trom the Heart : , Which torced him, 
being ſometimes ſraitned in his Afﬀairs, to! 
retire much to his Cabinet Council, wit!

He was ne- 
verthelets well enough furniſht, as his Wit 
had long before purchaſed Lew:s the Ele- 
venth's 1o, well known flights, which he 
left to his Son as Maxims for his Prattice, 
as one in another caſe writes :of Secrets, 
that they ſhould be kept till the Breath 
ſtinks. Queſtionleſs this diſſimulation in 
Tranſattings, together with his Privacy and :- 
Silence in his Managements were to him 
Aſſiſtances beyond all Arts and Sciences.
